WASHINGTON 

There seems to be a growing senti- 
ment in official circles here that Israel 
should -be invited to the proposed 
U.N. summit conference. This is 
particularly apparent in Congressional 
circles and to some extent also in the 
State Department. The attitude here 
is that if the Arab States are invited, 
an invitation should also be extended 
to Israel. 

Senator Bourke Hickenlooper, of 
lowa. who has just been appointed a 
member of the U.S.A, delegation to 
the U.N... said that Israel and other 
countries which have an interest in 
Middle East problems to be discussed 
by a U.N. summit conference should 


be invited, 

Senator Hubert Humphrey. of 
Minnesota, said that both Colonel 
Nasser and Mr. Ben-Gurion should be 
invited, and that with the two Middle 
East leaders present efforts should be 
made to promote a settlement of the 
Arab-Israel conflict, the Arab refugee 
problem, and other questions. 


CONFERENCE MOSCOW TALKS 


OF YOUTH 


East Europe Not 
Represented. 


PRESIDENT BEN-ZVI’S 
DEEP REGRET

JERUSALEM 
Deep regret at the absence of repre- 


sentatives of East European Jewish 


youth was expressed by President 
Ben-Zvi and Mr. Eliahu Dobkin, head 
of the Jewish Agency Youth and 
Hechalutz Department, at the opening 
of the first World Conference of 
Jewish Youth, at the Wise Auditorium 
of the Hebrew University here on 
Monday. 

Over 350 delegates from 43 
countries are attending the conference. 

President Ben-Zvi expressed “deep 
regret at the absence of representatives 
of Jewish youth in those countries with 
which we are prevented from main- 
taining contacts.” He expressed the 
hope that at the second conference 
this youth would be represented. 

The conference opened ceremoni- 
ally with representatives of Israeli 


youth organisations marching into the 


hall dnd carrying Israeli flags. As 

they reached the rostrum the Kol 

Israel Orchestra played Hatikvah. 
Mr. Dobkin, welcoming the dele- 


gates, who represented 180 organisa- — 


tions with a membership of 250,000, 
referred to the sad fact that repre- 
sentatives of East European Jewish 
communities were absent. The isola- 
‘tion and silence of these communities, 
he said, were condemned and called 
out to all present at the conference. 


Unity of Jewry 


The basic principles of the confer: 
ence, said Mr. Dobkin, were twofold: 
the recognition of the unity of the 
Jewish people and the recognition of 
the fact that history had decreed that 
Israel must constitute the centre of 
Jewish national life... The Jewish 
people. he added, had withstood ‘its 
enemies, who had persecuted and 
tortured it, but had not evolved an 
effective means of maintaining Jewish- 
ness in free and liberal lands. Under 


such conditions how could Jewish | 


youth, so pitiably under-equipped 
spiritually, hope to preserve its 
national character? 

Jewish youth in the Diaspora must 
draw inspiration from chalutziut in 


Israel and the youth of Israel must, 


during the conference, study the 
thoughts and feelings of their com- 
rades in the Galut, he said. 

Mr. Joseph Sprinzak, the Speaker 
of the Knesset, also welcomed the 


delegates. Greetings were then voiced 


by T. Fogel (U.S.A.), on behalf 
of youth movements in Anglo-Ameri- 
can countries: Yosef  Gallicott 
(Mexico), on behalf of Latin-Ameri- 
can movements: Yosef Attali 
(France), speaking for Western Euro- 
pean Jewish youth ; and Yosef Schimle 
and L. Goren, on behalf of North 
African and Israeli youth, respectively.

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, the Presi- 
dent of the W.J.C., in his concluding 
speech appealed to Jewish communi- 
ties in Eastern Europe to join the 
organisation. 


Call to U.N. 


The Executive adopted a number of 
political and organisational resolu- 
tions. It called on the United Nations 
to make strenuous efforts to bring 
about peace between the Arabs and 
Israel based on territorial integrity 
and respect for sovereignty of the

It is stated that the delay in opening 
the bathing-pool was due to the need 
to make a number of minor altera- 
tions in the interest of public health,

from prison this week. Rabbi Blau 
has served six months of a _ nine- 
month sentence for participating in 
illegal demonstrations against the 
mixed bathing-pool project.

THE FORM OF OATH 
When One May Not Affirm 


Our Legal Correspondent writes: 


The MAaisTrRaTE, the journal of the 
Magistrates’ Association, in its issue 
of March, 1958, printed an article on 
“Sikhs and the Oath,” which drew 
attention to the difficulties sometimes 
experienced in the Courts when a 


witness who is called upon to testify 


finds that the Court does not possess 
the Holy Book of his religion. The 
question arises, can he affirm instead 


of. taking the oath, and further, if he 


has a religious belief and, having 
affirmed instead of having taken the 
oath, then gives false evidence, could 
he be convicted of perjury ? 

The answers to these problems ri 


‘been decided by Mr. Commissioner 


Wrangham, as he then was, before he 
was elevated to the High Court Bench. 
The learned Commissioner decided 
that no one who has a religious belief 
is entitled to affirm, and secondly, 
anyone who is improperly permitted 
to affirm cannot later be convicted of 
perjury if he were to give. false 
evidence. 

The article in the MAGISTRATE does 
not give a satisfactory solution to the 
problem of what should be done if 


the Holy Book of the proposed wit-- 


ness is not available in court. 

It may be of general interest to 
know that this problem was decided 
by Mr. Justice Hallet in the 
unreported case of Shrinagesh_ y. 
Kursal, which came before him in 
1956 in the Queen’s Bench Division in 


London. Both the parties and the 
majority of the witnesses were 
Hindus. The learned Judge was 


informed, first, that they had a reli- . 


gious belief and, secondly, that their 
Holy Book was not available. 
decided that they were unable to 
affirm but he would permit them to 
be sworn and take the oath in the 
short Scottish form. Accordingly, 
when he went into the witness-box 
the witness was told to raise his right 
hand and say: 


“IT swear by Almighty God that the 
evidence I shall give shall be the truth, 
the Par truth, and nothing but the 
truth.” 


The Associate was then directed by 
the Judge to inquire from the witness 
whether the words he had said when 
his hand was raised bound his con- 
science and upon receving an affirma- 
tive reply the Judge allowed the 
witness to give evidence. 

What it is important to stress is 
that the short Scottish Form of Oath 
does not require a Holy Book to be 
held when it is administered. 

In some courts not frequented by 
Jews difficulties sometimes arise when 
a Jew is called upon to give evidence 
and a Pentateuch cannot be found. 
Might not the short Scottish Form of 
Oath be the solution to the.difficulty ? 

The Board of Deputies might con- 
sider communicating with the Lord 
Chancellor on the matter, with a view 
to having the decision in _ the 
Shrinagesh case brought to the notice 


_of the courts in this country.

A tape-recorder, speeding across 
the Channel to France and _ back 
again, acted recently as an envoy 
between two cousins who had been 
out of touch with each other for over 
half a century.

Its founders 
were people of deep religious con- 
victions who with great ‘sacrifice and 
awareness of their duty towards Israel, 
gave Jewish life in Anglo-Jewry a new 
impetus. . 

The first duty of .a rabbi to his 
congregation, he said, was to convey 
faithfully the principles and truth of 
their Judaism. In order to fulfil his 
obligation the rabbi must stand

‘within his. congregation, not above 


it. Judaism did not know a task 
which belonged to the minister alone. 


Differences of Interpretation 


“In the course of our history,” 
said Rabbi Dr. Van der Zyl, “ there 
have been differences of religious 
interpretation. Those differences exist 
today within the Jewish camp.” 

Among various schools of religious 
interpretation and practice they tried 
to use their freedom to conceive a 
Jewish way which was fully cogni- 
sant of the tradition: of the past and 


the necessities of the present genera- 


tion. 

“We neither dogmatically accept 
nor dogmatically reject religious ritual 
and tradition. The freedom we claim 
must derive from knowledge,” said the 
rabbi. 

Dr. Van der Zyl went on: “In 
regard to the tremendous necessity to 
save the essence of Judaism and its 
bearing on our age, all our more or 
less artificial differentiations within 
Judaism become less important. We 
speak of Orthodox, Liberal, Conserva- 
tive, and Reform divisions, But how 
insignificant are those

LACK OF YOUTH 
LEADERS | 


Jewish Agency Course

Mr. Meir Ayali, the newly 
appointed representative in © this 
country of the Youth and Hechalutz 
Department of the Jewish Agency, is 
impressed by the high quality of the 
leadership he has encountered here 
since his arrival. 

In an interview he referred, how- 
ever, to two particular problems which 
confront the départment’s work here 
—an insufficiency of leaders and a lack 
of clubs where members of the Zionist 
youth movement in this country can 
meet. 

In order to obtain more leaders his 
department had established in Jeru- 
salem the Institute for Jewish Youth 
Leaders from Abroad. Many young 
people, however, could not abandon 
their. studies in Britain. “We, there- 
fore, intend,” he told me, “to estab- 
lish a short-term course for young 
people in this country.” | 

Referring to the lack of clubs for 
Zionist youth, Mr, Ayali urged that 
the allocations received from. the 
Jewish Agency should be supple- 
mented by funds provided from the 
local communities. In collaboration 
with the Department of Education and

EARL ATTLEE ON ISRAEL 


Creation of National Home “a Mistake” 


From our Parliamentary

Eart ATTLEE shocked the House of 
Lords on Tuesday, when he declared 
that, from purely British interests, the 
creation of a Jewish National Home 
had been a mistake. 


Two other Labour Peers, Viscount 
Stansgate and Lord Silkin, were quick 
to dissociate themselves from the view 
of the former Labour Prime Minister. 

The remark by Lord Attlee was 
received in stony silence. He hesi- 
tated for a moment, and there were 
cheers as he went on: “But it has 
been done. And we cannot now allow 
Israel to be swept away.” 

After saying that it would be 124 
enormous advantage if the Soviet 
Union also recognised the fa.t that 


Israel had to remain, Lord Attlee went 


on: “It should be clearly said to 
Israel that she must be confined within 
her frontiers and that we can no more 


support Israeli aggression than we can. 


support Arab attacks on Israel. That 
is one of the points of stability we 
ought to insist on.” 

Referring to the proposed Summit 
conference, Lord Attlee said: “ We 
should not have rejected the idea of 
Geneva. The atmosphere in New York 
is not very good. You have the 
memory of past controversies. You 
have a massed press. Also New York 


is one of the greatest Jewish cities in 
the world.” 

VISCOUNT STANSGATE completely 
rejected the remark of his former 
leader. “So far from agreeing with 
Lord Attlee that it was a mistake, I 
say it is one of the glories of our 
policy that we found a national home 
for the Jews,” he declared. 


“It has made all the difference in- 


the world to every Jew in the world. 
He can now stand up with a country 
of his own.” | 

Lord Stansgate said that both he 
and Lord Attlee knew what the 
Russian persecution of the Jews 
meant. They had both seen it. 

“I used to see these poor creatures 
coming into the docks with their little 


bundles, working for any wage,” he 


added. “It was tragic.” 

LorpD SILKIN, a Jewish Labour Peer, 
said jt was right that Britain should 
have created a home for the Jews in 
Palestine. 

“T think it was one of the greatest 
acts of statesmanship this country has 
ever embarked upon,” he said. ‘ The 
name of Lord Balfour will be ever 
remembered for his association with it. 

“I recognise there may be differ- 
ences of opinion about it. But the 
fact remains that here are close on 
two million people, in the main 
refugees from persecution in other 
countries, who have settled in this 


land, partly as the result of encourage- 
ment given by us. 

“We have a sacred obligation to 
see that the State of Israel is allowed 
to live and continue.” 

Lord Silkin said that one of the 
difficulties in finding a solution to the 
Israel-Arab problem was the question 
of the Arab refugees. He was con- 


vinced that Israel would be prepared > 


to play her full part in helping to deal 
with the refugees if the Arab countries 
were prepared to do So. 


Earlier in the debate, LorpD STRANG 


said that the mere existence of Israel 


made any real conciliation between 


the Arab States and Britain and 
America extremely difficult. 


“Intractable Problem ” 


“This is an intractable problem, 
which we and the Americans have 
created for ourselves, and we shall 
have to go on paying the price,’ he 
said, 

Lorp Ltoyp said that, curiously 
enough, it was Israel, perhaps, which 
made it possible for Nasser to do 
what he had done. There. was no 
doubt that every Arab believed that 
the creation of the State of Israel was 
the greatest betrayal ever perpetrated 
by Britain. And he believed there 
was a great deal in what they said. ©

ambitions and _ frontiers, the 
refugee problem has to be tackled.” 

LorpD CHORLEY said that if a large, 
reasonably prosperous Arab _ State 
came into existence, work and homes 
must be found for the refugees from 
Israel. This was essential, he thought, 
because as long as these refugees were 
not dealt with, the feeling about Israel 
would go on. . 

After stressing the need to guarantee 
the frontiers of Israel and her neigh- 
bours, Lord Chorley said: ““ No doubt 
Israel is a sort of anomaly in that 
part of the world. — But it is an 
anomaly of great value to the world 
as a whole, as well as to that part 
of the Mediterranean. 

“It is an anomaly the permanence 
of which must be recognised. It must 
be recognised as a Jewish national 
home—that is, as a cultural unit and 
not as a modern national State with 
expanding boundaries.” 


SUMMIT TALKS 


The possibility of Israel taking part 

in the Summit conference was 
envisaged by Mr. KENNETH YOUNGER 
(Lab., Grimsby) in the Commons on 
Monday. 
_ He said that several Powers had 
indicated that they wished the subject 
matter of this conference to cover not 
merely the Lebanon and Jordan but 
the general question of the Middle 
East. 

“This might involve the presence 
not only of a number of Arab States, 
but also of Israel,” said Mr. Younger. 

Commander Allan Noble, Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs, replied: 
‘I think it is up to the Security Coun- 
cil within the machinery of the United 
Nations to decide what countries take 
part in these talks.” 


RUSSIA AND TRIPARTITE 
PACT 


A proposal by Mr. K. ZILLIACUS 
(Lab., Gorton) that the Tripartite 
Declaration should be converted into 
a Quadruple Declaration, by including 
the Soviet Union, was rejected by 
Commander ALLAN NOBLE, Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs, in the 
Commons on Monday. 

Mr. Zilliacus had suggested that 
Britain should put this forward at the 


Summit conference on the Middle 
East. 

The Declaration, he urged, should 
be changed into an undertaking by 
these four permanent members of the 
Security Council that they would work 
together through that body to control 
the traffic in arms, keep the peace, 
and guarantee frontiers against aggres- 
sion in the Middle East. : 


ISRAEL’S BOOK IMPORTS 


Israel at present allocates some 


$500,000 a year from her foreign 
exchange resources for the import of 
books and periodicals, and of this a 
proportion is spent on imports from 
Britain. 

This was stated in the Commons, on 
Monday, by Mr. IAN Harvey, Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, in reply 
to Mrs. EmRENE WHITE (Lab.,. Flint, 
E.), who asked the Government to 
overcome the impediments to the sale 
of British films, books, and periodicals 
to Israel and other countries.

BONN 

The Bundesrat (Upper House of the 
Federal Parliament) has deferred its 
decision regarding a_ regulation 
designed to secure higher pensions for 
beneficiaries under the Federal 
Indemnification Law. 

The regulation provides for the 
increase of maximum _ individual 
pensions for damage to a _ person’s

‘twenty centres there are organised 


communities with their own syna- 
gogues, more than half of which 
are in Lower Silesia. But 
there are eight hundred sorely 
neglected Jewish cemeteries— 
excluding Auschwitz. There is not 
a single yeshiva and only one 
qualified rabbi in the country. This

The Jewish cemetery, 
which is the largest the present 
writer has ever seen, is the only 
evidence of, the grandeur of the 
past.

On a smaller scale, all this its 
reproduced in the. other larger 
centres. But not all.° Jewish life is 
dead in Bialystock, Lublin, and 
Posen. Lemberg and Vilna are now 
part of the Soviet Union. In 
Cracow, one of the oldest surviving 
Jewish settlements in Europe, two 
Synagogues survive, including the 
600-year-old Remu Shul, but few of 
the graves in the adjoining cemetery 
have survived the Nazis, apart from 
that of the great Talmudist Moses 


-Isserlis Remu (1510-1572) himself. 


Perhaps the saddest community 
is Lodz. There were 200,000 Jews 
in this thriving textile centre of 
Poland before the war. Today 
there are about 5,000. The only 
Synagogue not razed to the ground 
was small modern structure 
tucked away in a courtyard, which 
was previously in private owner- 
ship. On the morning I visited it, 
a swastika was chalked on the wall. 
On the site of the Great Synagogue 
there stands a petrol filling station. 


Collective Misery 


In this city there is the only 
Home for Jewish Aged and 
Incurables in Poland. It needs a 
brave man to endure the recounting 
of life-stories of the inmates. Such 
collective . misery is, one hopes, 
unprecedented. Now in relative 
comfort, they live in some thank- 
fulness and with little hope. Beyond 
the shabby walls of that Home, all 
they knew and all they loved has 
been utterly destroyed. 

Never have I seen people so 
lonely, uprooted in the land of their 
birth, estranged from all they have 
known and loved. The historic 
cemetery is in a sadly neglected con- 
dition. A few days after the recent 
fifteenth anniversary of the Warsaw 
Ghetto uprising, vandals destroyed 
more than a hundred tombstones, 
and at least one not unsuccessful 
attempt has been made to pillage 
from the very coffins. 

Most of the Jewish population 
are workers engaged in_ light 
industry, although several thousand 
are employed in heavy industry. 
About 15 per cent are white-collar 
workers employed by the State and 
municipalities. There are a number 
of Jewish lawyers and doctors. Dr. 
Alexander Libo, a_ distinguished 
physician in Lodz, is President of 
the Union of Jewish Religious Con- 
gregations in Poland, embracing 
every kehilla in the country. Later 
in the year he hopes to emigrate 
with his entire family to Israel.

The Polish delegation 
demanded that the Congress Execu- 
tive should draft a resolution denounc- 
ing Western Germany’s. rearmament 
in the strongest terms. And _ they 
also reserved their attitude towards 
any money which West Germany has 
paid to the Claims Conference.

Thereupon one of the Polish delegates 
asked for figures, angrily demanding 
that the Congress should denounce 
this as an untruth. The matter caused 
a good deal of friction and may 
impede Polish Jewry’s accession to 
the World Jewish Congress. 


Compensation Claims 


Criticism that West 
compensation programme for victims 
of Nazism is likely to jeopardise the 
country’s currency or economic stabi- 
lity was refuted here in the strongest 
terms by Dr. Nehemiah Robinson, 
one of the negotiators of the compen- 
sation agreement at The Hague and 
a Director of the World Jewish 
Congress Restitution Office.

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SOVIET TOURISTS IN ISRAEL 


From EPHRAIM BENDOR—Jerusalem 


The news item. was brief, but it 
nevertheless made the front page of 
every Israeli newspaper. The gist of 
it was that a group of tourists from 
Russia were on their way to Israel, 
where they would be spending a ten- 
day holiday. It was stated that there 
were a number of Jews in the party. 
In fact, all the visitors, including the 
Intourist guide, turned out to be 
Jews. 


‘Those awaiting them at the airport 
included an official of the Russian 
Embassy, representatives of _ the 
Mapam - sponsored Israel - U.S.S.R. 
Friendship League and the Com- 
munist-sponsored Israel-Soviet Friend- 
ship Movement, a representative of 
Peltours Travel Agency, which was 
acting as Intourist’s agent in Israel, 
a host of reporters, and the American 
brother of one of the Russian visitors. 
They had not’ seen each other since 
1912. 

The first which every 
reporter. asked the Russians was: 
‘““How were you able to arrange this 
trip to Israel?” The general reply 
was somewhat as follows: “I went 


into the Intourist office and asked 


what tours were available abroad, and 
was told that there were tours to 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, and several 
other. countries, including Israel, so I 
decided to spend my holiday here.” 
Mr. Lev Slutzky, the Intourist guide 
in charge of the group, said: “Since 
all of us are Jews we are: naturally 
interested in seeing Israel and how 
the Jews live here.” 


Reason for Trip 


Mrs. Galina. Shereova: from 
grad, who is on the staff of OGONYOK, 
a widely read, illustrated weekly, 
rematked: “We know very little 


about Israel, and I came here because 


I was sure the trip would prove very 
interesting.” 

Mr. Maxim Michlin, of Minsk, was 
quoted as saying: “If I had a choice 


of visiting either England or Israel, 


obviously | would rather come here.” 

The visitors from. Russia, 
ages ranged between 40 and 60, came 
from Moscow, Leningrad, Kiev, and 
Minsk. Six of them were engineers, 
and the others included a poet, a 
professor of botany at Leningrad Uni- 
versity, a professor of domestic 
economics at the Moscow Institute, a 
journalist, and the Dean of the Kiev 
Polytechnical School. All of them 
spoke Yiddish; three of them could 
speak English ; and several said they 
knew a little Hebrew. The trip to 
Israel, they said, cost them 4,000 
roubles each. 

Accommodation for the Russian 
tourists was arranged for them at 
the Ramat-Aviv, one of Israel’s resort 
hotels on the outskirts of Tel Aviv. 


The management had hired a Russian- 


speaking chambermaid. A_ small 
bottle of vodka was placed in each 
of the rooms occupied by the visitors, 
but most of them stated that they do 
not drink alcohol. The engineers in 
the party immediately started to 
inspect the walls, drainage, and the 
air-conditioning system of the build-

ing. Generally, they were impressed 
with what they saw. 

During their first day of sightseeing 
the visitors, who had a small bus at 
their disposal, were shown a dyeing 
plant in Ramat Gan, a mothercraft 
centre in Tel Aviv, and the Beilinson 
Hospital, near Petah Tikva. They 
remarked that they had heard much 
about Israel’s high standard of medical 
services and the medical research 
being done here. The day ended with 
a reception for the visitors at the 
Russian Embassy. 

One afternoon they visited the local 
“Kremlin ”"—the  Histadrut —head- 
quarters. Here they met several mem- 
bers of the Executive, who answered 
their questions about the structure of 
the Histadrut, employment problems, 
and productivity. The discussion then 
shifted to other topics, such as repara- 
tions from Germany and whether the 
Histadrut was opposed to. certain 

“ chauvinistic tendencies which led to 
against children _of 
mixed parentage in Israel.” Later they 
toured the Weizmann Institute, where 
they met a number of scientists and 


paid their respects at the grave of»

One incident seemed to indicate 


that the visitors were being supplied 


with a translation of everything which 
was being written about them. When 
one of the newspapers reported that 
Mrs. Sophia Frei (she proudly 
announced that she knew her name 
in Hebrew was Sara Bat Zvi), who is 
a professor of domestic economics at 
the Moscow Institute, earned 1,200 
roubles a month, she asked the news- 
paper to correct the error, as her 
actual earnings were 1,600 roubles a 
month, | 

One of the features of the trip, at 
any rate for the Israeli public, was 
their visit to Jerusalem. Mr. David 
Sheposhnikov, Professor of Botany at 
the University of Leningrad, was 
invited to give a lecture at the Hebrew 
University. The lecture was: attended 
by about two hundred people. To the 
delight of the audience he opened his 
lecture with a few words in Hebrew 
and then went on in English. 

Now that the visit is over, and the 
Russians have returned home, no one 
seems to be any the wiser as to the 
Were the mem- 
bers of this tour group really innocents 
abroad, who came here as a result of 
private decisions without any bearing 
on the over-all policies and attitude of 
the Soviet authorities towards Israel 
and Jews of Russia ? The visitors, 
it is clear, were anxious to leave that 
impression. Concerning. the relations 
between Israel and Russian Jewry, one 
of the visitors was quoted as saying: 


“The Jews in Russia are not thinking. 


about emigration to Israel. The bad 
times have passed and things are 
steadily improving for the Jews in 
Russia. The adult generation is well 


established and not ready to abandon 


their present way of life. The younger 
people know that Israel is a capitalist 
country.” 


GREEK PROPERTY 
IN ISRAEL 


‘Demand for Compensation 


From our Correspondent. 


ATHENS 

According to reports réceived here, 
documents concerning compensation 
claims for Greek property in Israel 
(estimated at $12,000,000), are being 
prepared by the Greek Consulate in 
the Old City of Jerusalem. 

This property’ was abandoned by 
the Greek colony in 1948 when its 
Owners panicked and fled from the 
parts of Palestine later incorporated 
into Israel. 

Since, Greece remains the only 
European country, apart from 
Albania, which has_ refused to 
recognise the State of Israel de jure, 
the informal approaches of the Greek 
Government to open negotiations for 
the payment of compensation are 
likely to be met by a demand from 
Israel that full recognition should 
precede any discussion of the claims. 

There is a possibility that the pro- 
perty of Jews who left Salonika to 
settle in Israel could be used to offset 
at least part of the much larger Greek 
compensation claim.

WHEN a few years ago Tunisia 


acquired complete independence 
under the leadership of M. Bour- 
guiba, now the President of the 
country, she promised full equality 
to all citizens and full protection 
to all minorities. She promised 
also the right of everyone to 
emigrate freely. Up till recently 
these promises have been faithfully 
- kept. The latest news, however, 
- from Tunisia is, to say the least, 
of a disturbing nature. As reported 
in our last issue, the Jewish Com- 
munity Council has been dissolved 
and replaced by a new committee 
“for the management of the 
Jewish religion.” At the same 
time all Central Jewish. Welfare 
Funds have been dissolved and are 
to be operated on a regional basis 
under Government — supervision. 
On the installation of the new 
Chief Rabbi of Tunisia, the repre- 
sentative of the Tunisian Govern- 
ment, the Secretary of State for 
Justice, attacked Zionism and 
‘indicated that the Government 
would expel from the country “ all 
those who tried to establish more 
‘or less secret links with Zionist 
organisations.” He added, however, 
that anyone wishing to leave the 
country would be granted. permis- 
‘sion to go wherever he liked, — 


Do all these measures and state- 
ments indicate that Tunisia—up 
till now the most democraiic and 
liberal country in ‘the Arab world 
—intends to adopt an anti-Jewish 
policy ? It is too early to be sure 
what is behind the new trend. 


Tunisia is a secular republic, and 
President Bourguiba, from 
very start, has endeavoured to 
avoid anything which might hint 
at theocratic influence. He and 
the ruling group in Tunisia were 
brought up in the French left-wing 
tradition, to whom any influence 
by the Church or any other reli- 
gious body is anathema. The 
question, therefore, arises: are the 
new actions of the Tunisian 
Government merely an extension 
of this extreme secular policy to 
the Jewish community, or have they 
a more sinister background ? Does 
the Tunisian Government intend to 
try to force the Tunisian Jews to 
assimilate completely with the rest 
of the population and give up all 
communal life, apart from religious 
service in the synagogue, or does 
it intend to go further and deprive 
the Jewish community of all the 
institutions they have built up and 
eveniually also take over the 
funds collected by Jews for Jews ? 
Even if the Tunisian Government 
should maintain that Jews, as 
‘individuals, will continue to enjoy 
full citizenship rights and will be 
treated on an equal. footing with 
Moslem Tunisians or Christian 
Tunisians, and that they will con- 
tinue to be free to practise their 
religion without hindrance, such a 
policy would’ nevertheless bear a 
great similarity to that now pur- 
— gued by Soviet Russia with regard 
to Russian Jews. If Jews are not 
allowed the means to enjoy their 
own cultural life, if they are pre- 
vented from having their children 
educated as Jews in a Jewish spirit, 
then there can be no future for 
Jews in such a country. Assimila- 
tion in the extreme sense means 
spiritual death for Jewry. It has 
been proved, particularly in our 
own country, that Jews can become 
full-fledged citizens with equal 


rights in all respects, playing their. 


role in the national life of the 


country, and yet remain a cultural 


entity and retain all their com- 
munal institutions, their welfare 
funds, schools, and so on. 


The actions of the Tunisian 
Government—even if evil intent 
‘should be denied—appear to be a 
serious blow to the future of 
Tunisian Jewry. A number of 
uestions arise: does the dissolu- 
tion of the Jewish Community 
‘Council mean that Tunisian Jews 
should, in future, have no common 
bond outside the strictly religious 
sphere ? Does it mean that Jews 
* will no longer be allowed to help 
their coreligionists jin distress ? 
‘Does it that Jewish schools

must be closed or must lose their 


Jewish character? Does it mean 
that no contact between Tunisian 
Jews and any Jewish bodies of an 
international character — whether 
political or welfare organisations— 
is to be permitted? Will the 
* Joint,” Ort, or Ose, for instance, 
no longer be allowed to work in 
Tunisia, and does the attack on 
Zionism by the Minister of Justice 
indicate that any organisation help- 
ing Tunisian Jews to emigrate to 
Israel will be banned, as has hap- 
pened already in Morocco ? 


On the reply to these questions 
shall we know whether the Tunisian 
Government can maintain _ its 
claim to be a truly democratic 
Government, or whether the latest 
actions are the first steps on the 
slippery slope towards authori- 
tarianism, which has, alas, taken 
hold of so much of the Moslem 
world. 


UNREALITY 


IMPORTANT as are the differences 
in outlook between different sec- 
tions of Jewry, every section has 
shown in late years a realisation of 


‘the need for international action, 


or at least international consulta- 
tion, in ‘matters of common 
This healthy movement 
is in danger of receiving a setback 
each time ill-considered comment 
is made at a Jewish conference by 
a leading figure engaged in it or 
by the expression of patently unreal 
ideologies. The latest example 
occurred at the meeting in Geneva 
of the Executive of the World 
Jewish Congress, reported in our 
last issue, when, in his opening 
address, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, the 
organisation’s President, enunciated 
a strange doctrine. Referring to the 
East-West conflict, Dr. Goldmann 
declared that “as the Jewish 
people and as the World Jewish 
Congress which tries to represent 
it, we are bound to an attitude of 
strict neutrality.” These words 
may be explained away as mere 
rhetoric, or as the expression of a 
wish for the particular body which 
Dr. Goldmann represents, but 
taken as they stand they are devoid 
of reality. They suggest the Jewish 
people to be a world-wide political 
entity, as such able and willing 
according to choice to engage in 
the Cold War or stand aloof. Only 


_ recently we have recalled that a 


century ago Jews were enabled to 


participate fully in the political life — 


of this country. A position was 
then established which now obtains 
in a great part of the world. It 
has become axiomatic that, accept- 
ing the rights, obligations, and 
privileges of ‘citizenship, Jews, 
members of parties or otherwise, 
individually play their part in 
national politics, and Jewish 


organisations, in accordance with | 


their particular outlook, say as 
much or as little as any other 
society of fellow-citizens on topics 
of the day, whether political or 
not. It is difficult to conceive of 
any representative Jewish body 
urging -an attitude of “ neutrality ” 
on Jewish citizens in matters 
affecting their country. Indeed, 
what meaning there could be in so 
urging them it is hard to see. 


It may be that Dr. Goldmann 
was taking an oblique way of 
urging .neutrality on the State of 
Israel or that his language, how- 
ever ill-chosen, was the outcome of 
a commendable desire to establish 
contact with the Jews of Russia. 
Is there any reason to believe that 
the Russian Government is likely 
to be deflected by talk of this 
kind? The attitude taken up by 
the Polish observers at the Geneva 
meeting does not suggest that much 
“neutrality” is to be expected 
from any deputations that are 
likely to emerge from behind the 
Iron Curtain. A similar lack of 
reality seems to characterise Dr. 
Perlzweig’s statement that the 
Congress would be willing to send 
a delegate to Moscow to discuss 
the position of Jews in Russia pro- 
vided that talks are held at a 
sufficiently high level. It is diffi- 
cult to see how the Jews of Russia 
are to be helped if Jewish leaders 
from outside ‘talk as if they are in 


a position to lay down conditions 


on which they will meet the 
Russian Government to discuss 
the position of a group of Soviet 
citizens. 


It is a pity that such manifesta- 
tions of pomposity occur, because 
the World Jewish Congress in this 
country has lately adopted a com-

mendable programme in the cultural 
sphere and the Executive meeting 
in Geneva showed itself concerned 
with the erosion of Jewish spiritual 
life in the Diaspora. Mr. Israel 
Sieff’s interest in the strengthening 
of Jewish education will be noted 
with special sympathy as far as 
England jis concerned. It is well 
recognised that extra effort needs 
to be put into Jewish education, 
and if elements who thus far have 
held aloof from the community’s 
educational organisations are dis- 
posed to come inside—and not 
simply introduce duplication—then 
should receive a_ cordial 
welcome. 


SCAPEGOAT 


WitH that hindsight which the 
humblest folk can also display but 
which rarely helps much in shaping 
policy, Lord Attlee contributed to 
the Lords debate on _ foreign 
affairs this week the thought that 
this country’s promise to facilitate 
the establishment of a Jewish 
Home had been a 
mistake; and the drift of his 
thinking can be gauged further by 
his contention that the presence in 
New York of a large Jewish popu- 


lation makes it undesirable to ho!d 


the Summit Conference there. If 
instead of apparently blaming the 
Balfour Declaration for the 
reverses suffered by this country in 
the Middle East, Lord Attlee had 
considered the courses pursued at 
times by Administrations of which 
he was the head, he might have 
approached nearer to the truth. 
The policy of the Balfour Declara- 
tion was endorsed by some of 
England’s most far-sighted and 
imaginative statesmen. It gave 
expression to age-long aspirations 
which transcend the level . of 
politics, went some way towards 
repairing a millennial wrong, and 
did elementary justice -by promis- 
ing sorely-needed home to 
the persecuted. And there cannot 
be the slightest suggestion that 
after either of the two world 
wars the Arabs were treated other- 
wise than with generosity. Lord 
Attlee did, nevertheless, make a 
welcome affirmation that the world 
cannot now allow Israel to be 
swept away, but the tone of his 
remarks suggests a disposition in 
some influential quarters to blame 
Israel for the troubles of the 
Middle East, with the possible 
corollary that a settlement could 
be purchased at her expense. It is 
to be hoped that no such sug- 
gestion was allowed to seep into 
the discussions at the recent 
Baghdad Pact conference, where 
the absence of Iraq as a result of 
its own internal troubles may have 


tempted a deflection of thought jin | 


some quarters on to a convenient 
scapegoat. Likewise it is to be 
hoped that the Summit Conference, 
wherever it meets, 
within the framework the 
Security Council (as seems proper) 
or outside, will proceed from the 
view that there is no chance of 
bringing stability to the Middle 
East simply by appeasing the 
enemies of Israel.

The first statute is entitled ‘“ An 
Act to substitute one oath for the 
oath of allegiance, supremacy, and 
abjuration, and for the relief of Her 
Majesty’s subjects professing the 
Jewish religion ;”’ and the other is 
“To provide for the relief of Her 
Majesty's subjects professing the 
Jewish religion.”

THE HOXTON CEMETERY 


Alderney Road: Date of 
Acquisition 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—With regard to the oldest 
Jewish cemeteries in the British Isles, 
J] would like to correct Mr. Bernard 
Shillman, who wrote in your issue of 
last week. 

Although he is correct in- stating 
that the Beth Holim in Mile End 
Road is the oldest, the one in Alderney 
Road (which in fact adjoins the Beth 
Holim) was acquired just 40 years 
Jater, in 1696. : 

The ground was acquired for use as 
a cemetery by one Benjamin: Levy, 
who, to quote, “in 1696 acquired for 
use as a Jewish cemetery the ground 
facing this memorial.” These words 
are on a large stone in the grounds 
of the cemetery. 

For further interest, inscriptions on 
the stone reveal that, to quote once 
more, “ within this cemetery lie the 
mortal remains of the founders, lay 
leaders, and rabbis of the Ashkenazi 
community in this country, among 
them being: Moses Hart D. 1757, 
Aaron Hart B. 1670 first Chief Rabbi, 
Elias Levy son of Benjamin Levy, 
Judith Levy. widow of Elias Levy, and 
daughter of Moses’ Hart, David 
Tevelle Schiff Chief Rabbi 1765-1791, 
Samuel Falk the Baal Shem of

temperament, political outlook, and 
experience in international affairs 
than that of President of the World 
Jewish Congress. Dr. Goldmann’s 
approach to Jewish issues is always 
of a global nature. He has his own 
well-sorted-out political philosophy, 
the tenets of which he strives to 
apply in the solution of the mani- 
fold problems facing and affecting 
the Jewish people as a whole.

Personal Status 


The question of the personal

All the other great 
problems of Jewish religious life 
like Sabbath observance, kashrut, 
and education, cannot be compared 
in gravity to this problem. A Jew 
who does not observe the Sabbath 


or the dietary laws will perhaps find 


a way to observe them in future; 
the way back is always open, But 
in the sphere of personal status 
there is an awful finality which 
rends the Jewish people apart and 


prevents marriages between one

over, the ruling of the Israeli 
Government is bound to encourage

Our. Legal Correspondent writes: 

The problem which at present is 
causing so much concern in Israel— 
namely, what constitutes a person a 
Jew, is one which in the past, but of 
course to a much lesser degree, has 
caused uncertainty in this country, 

If one were to conduct a public 
relations poll here on what consti- 
tutes a person a Jew the answers 
would be diverse. Legally Jews in 


England have been recognised only 


as a religious sect, and, like all other 
sects which are not part of the 
Established Church, they have since 
the nineteenth century been tolerated. 
All disabilities have now _ been 
removed. : 

In law, however, Jews have been 
placed on the same _ footing as 
Quakers. To thinking persons in this 
country, for Jews to be recognised 
only as a religious -sect, particularly 
since the Balfour Declaration, when 
Palestine was to be “a_ national 
home for the Jewish people,” would 
seem to create a sense of unreality. 


The position, however, works admir- 


ably because neither the Administra- 
tion nor the community troubles 
about the legal niceties. Both really 
know that the term Jew cannot 
logically be defined. Fortunately, 
neither troubles to attempt the task. 

If, however, one considers. the 


judgment of Lord Justice Slesser in 


the case of Keren Kajemeth Le 


Jisroel, Ltd., v. Inland Revenue Com- 


missioner (1931). 2 K.B. at nage 494, 
one is left with a feeling that com- 
promise has triumphed. Lord Justice 
Slesser said: 

** Jew in English law has almost always 
been confined to persons practising the 
Jewish religion: the disabilities of Jews 
have not attached to persons of the 
Jewish race who have become baptised. 
Thus they are generally described in 
Acts of Parliament and in legal docu- 
ments as persons practising the Jewish 
religion.” 


Ruling 


The House of Lords, in the leading 
case of Clavton v. Ramsden [1943] 
A.C. 321, held that, in a will where a 
gift of property was given by a 
testator to his daughter subject to a 
condition that the gift should, fail if 
at any time she. were to contract a 
marriage with a person who was not 
“of Jewish parentage and of the 
Jewish faith,” the conditions were 
void on the grounds of uncertainty. 
Lord Romer, in the course of his 
speech, asked whether the expression 
“of Jewish parentage” referred to 
race or religion. Later he said, 

** What then did the testator mean by 
the stipulation that the derehter’s hns- 
band was to be of Jewish race or 
descent ? It cannot reasonably be sup- 
posed that the hrshared was ta show an 
unbroken line of descent from the 
patriarch Jacob. . . . It seems far more 
probable that the testator meant no more 
than that the hushand should be of 
Hebraic blood. But what -degree of 
Hebraic blood would a_ permissible 
husband have to possess ? Would it be 
sufficient if one only of his parents were 
of Hebraic blood ?. If not, would it be 
sufficient if hoth were? Vf not. would 
it be sufficient if, in addition, it were 
shown that. one grandparent was of 
Hebraic blood or must it be shown that 
this was true of all his grandparents ? 
Or must the husband trace his Hebraic 
blood still further back ? ” 

Will history repeat itself? Will 
a Solomon arise in Israel duly 
endowed with wisdom to comprehend 
and ability to define who is a Jew? 
As matters now rest, most people 
seem to know the answer but no one 
knows the definition. Was it not 
Jonah who said, “I am an Hebrew; 
and I fear the Lord, the God of 
heaven which hath. made the sea- and 
the dry land”? In the absence of a 
more precise” definition, if we were 


to revert to the Jonah definition of 


a Jew we might well be on the right 
road to the solution of the problem. 


two 


for generations has been accustomed 
to fighting this evil, and which has 
become hardened in the long, often 
heroic, battle, this new state of 
affairs creates a fresh and unex- 
pected danger—the danger of 
assimilation. Our people, Dr. 
Goldmann maintains, and he said 
so here with a firmness which 
caused a stir among the delegates, 
knows how to behave in bad times, 
but it has not yet learned how to 
live creatively and to retain its full 
Jewish identity in good times. The 
disappearance of the brutal form 
of antisemitism, the arrival of 
almost complete political equality, 
and the economic well-being most 
Jews now enjoy have initiated the 
new menace, namely that of an 
anonymous'_ disintegration and 
assimilation which now threatens 
the very basis of Jewish existence, 
even its survival in the Diaspora.

‘nothing is done the roots of Jewish 


survival in the Diaspora will be 
destroyed. Dr. Goldmann, there- 
fore, urged a rethinking in Jewish 
education and the need to devote 
more attention to the youth than 
to relief for the old. 


Grave Danger 


Now, to many delegates this 


penetrating analysis and conclusions 


came as something of a_ shock. 
Accustomed as many of them had 
been to battling for Jewish equality 
in their respective countries, they 
had hoped to receive praise now 
that this has been achieved. Instead 
they were told that the fighting days 
are not over. Having won much 


.for themselves they were now told 


that the very fruits of the victory 
constituted a new grave danger to 
their children. Some of the dele- 
gates also felt somewhat deflated in 
self-importance. There was, there- 
fore, a good deal of argument and 
criticism. | Despite the respect for 
their President, some _ delegates 
criticised Dr. Goldmann, not so 
much on the score of his theory of 
challenges, but more on other issues. 
Thus, for instance, much regret was 
expressed that his handling of the 
question of Russian Jewry was not 
as firm as was expected. | 
After the question of solidarity 
of Israel and that of the position of 
Jews in Russia, one issue which 
occupied the attention of delegates, 
especially some of the British group, 
was the future of the global Jewish 
organisation or World Jewish Con- 
ference brought into being in Rome 
last spring. Eieht months have now 
passed since that organisation came 
nominally into being, but nothing 
tangible has been achieved. A 
master in producing new ideas, Dr. 
Goldmann has proved less gifted 


‘when jt comes to turning them into 


reality. The agreement concluded 
in Rome, to which the Board of 
Deputies was also a party, was for 
years. A third of the time 
has gone by and nothing has 
been done. | 


London Conference 


That there is need for such an 
organisation few any longer doubt. 
It was, for instance, argued that at 
times of crisis there is no really 
authoritative Jewish organisation of 
an international standing to which 
Jews, meaning Jewish communities 
in the Diaspora, could appeal. A 
case in point is the situation of 
Jews in Iraq after the current 
revolution. Who can take any 
steps and intervene on their behalf? 
There is not even a Jewish organi- 
sation which can offer reliable 
information about them, still less 
do anything to protect them! 

For despite all its valuable work 
the W.J.C. can still not claim to 
represent world Jewry, and- the 
sooner an organisation really 
entitled to act on behalf of the 
Jewish people in the Diaspora as a 
whole comes into being the better, 

It has been announced here that 
the World Jewish Conference is to 
meet in London next October. It 
has also been announced that the 
W.J.C. Assembly is to meet in 
Geneva in the summer of 1959. If 
the World Jewish Conference can 
be made into a_ really living 
organism worthy of its name then, 
perhaps, there will be no need for 
the next assembly of the W.J.C.

One of the most discussed develop- 
ments in the past few weeks has been 
the entry of Barclays Bank into hire 
purchase through a £4,000,000 invest- 
ment in United Dominions Trust. It 
is a move which is being closely 
watched in the City and which will 
undoubtedly be followed by other of 
the clearing banks. That the event 
has brought opposition—a _ large 
shareholder in U.D.T. declares that 
shareholders are not sufficiently safe- 
guarded now that the bank has a 25 
per cent interest—was largely to be 
expected, It is to be hoped, however, 
that no major disruption occurs to 
mar such a far-reaching operation. 
With a clearing bank in the rdéle of

Just how far the movement will 
eventually spread it is difficult to say. 
Many, however, envisage an eventual 
stronger integration of the banks, with 
hire purchase, than mere investment. 
Hire Purchase departments within the 
the banks themselves are by no means 
impossible. For the moment, how- 
ever, the banks are undoubtedly right 
in keeping interest to one of pure 
investment in companies with long- 
standing experience and “ know how.” 
As the banks themselves gain know- 
ledge in this specialised sphere, how- 
ever, indentification will become 
stronger.

The 22nd Annual General Meeting of 
Metal Closures Limited was held on 
July 24 in London.

Shylock for a Summer. By DIANA

Frederick Valk was a great giant of 
a man, whose forbidding appearance 
was balanced by the benevolence of 
his dark shining eyes and the crinkled 
smile of generosity that punctuated 
all his conversation.

Visit to Canada 


A charming, gentle book has been 
written by the actors widow. It 
devotes itself to the summer of 1955, 
when Valk went to Canada to play 
Shylock at the Stratford (Ontario) 
Theatre, and stayed on to play Othello 
and a modern part at the Crest 
Theatre in Toronto. Written with 
love and tenderness, and in an accom- 
plished literary style, the story 
epitomises in that one year the whole 
life and philosophy of the actor. It 
rambles quietly over the previous 
years, both on the Continent and in 
England, and achieves a portrait of 
the essential man. Valk’s Shylock 
and Othello were his two chief 
classical parts. He first played 
Shylock in English during the war 
years for the Old Vic at Burnley, 
where he _ received a_ remarkable 
ovation. Then followed his Othello, 
which was likewise applauded. In 
Canada, before his arrival, there had 
been a foolish agitation describing 
“The Merchant of Venice” as an 
antisemitic play, and the story tells 
how he tempered his performance to 
rebut this charge. The. affection and 
sympathy which permeate this book 
raise it far above the usual biography.

MASS HYSTERIA 


Awake for Mourning, By BERNARD 
Kops. MacGibbon & Kee. 15s.

One of the more moronic mani- 
festations of our age is the “fan” 
club, and the fact that nowadays 
thousands of youngsters can be 
induced to band themselves together 
in adoration of a crooner or film-star 
forms the -basis of this particular 
novel. 

Derek, a homosexual with a power- 
complex, persuades the hero, Mike 
Lewis, completely untalented and an 
ex-gaolbird, to allow himself to be 
built up into such an idol, and intends 
to use his organisation of devotees to 
overthrow the Government—by some 
means unspecified, but certainly via 
chaos and confusion. The absurd 
scheme is, of course, foredoomed to 
failure, and Mike falls in love and 
decides to get married and live in 
a normal way. 


The whole thing may seem an 


improbable extravaganza until one 


realises that the author is very deeply 
concerned with the conditions under 
which such a situation can arise. He 
implies aS prime causes the despair 
that results from sordid poverty and 
the loneliness that comes from a lack 
of family life; but surely the thirty 
thousand adolescents seeking sa'va- 
tion through skiffle, in Trafalgar 
Square, cannot all have been without 
family affection and some~ means! 
He does, however, put his finger on 
part of the trouble when he shows 
the insanely exaggerated values 
placed on some forms of entertain- 
ment by our modern methods of 
publicity. 

In style the author inclines to the 
crude and obvious, stating the 
speakers’ real thoughts after almost 
every sentence instead of letting the 
reader infer the meaning. Fewer 
hammer-blows and more subtlety 
would not detract from his aim. 
Possibly. only an accumulation of 
ways and means can kill the type of 
mass-hysteria which Mr. Kops 
describes, but ridicule is a powerful 
instrument, and his novel is in the 
same tradition of “debunking” 
which Mr. Chaplin uses so success- 
fully in the medium of the film.

PuT a small quantity of ice cream 
into sundae glasses and finish off in 
one of the following ways:

This story is told in the Talmud 
and I think you know by name the 
men in it, because you have read of 
them in the Pirke Abot (Ethics of 
the Fathers) on these summer Sab- 
bath afternoons, | 

Rabbi Gamaliel, one of the most 
distinguished teachers in Israel, was 
celebrating the wedding of his son. 


Among other guests he invited three. 


great rabbis, Eleazer, Joshua, and 
Zadok, to join in the merry-making. 
Now Rabbi Gamaliel as host insisted 
that he himself should wait on the 
guests. He poured out a cup of wine 


and offered it to Rabbi Eleazer, who 


politely but firmly refused it. 

Rabbi Gamaliel then offered it to 
Rabbi Joshua, who smilingly accepted 
it. Then a heated discussion began. 

“How is that, Rabbi Joshua ?” 
asked Rabbi Eleazer. “How can 


we sit and permit so great a man to 
wait on us?” 

“Why not?” replied Rabbi Joshua. 
“A man even greater than he did so 
long before him. Would you not 
say that our father Abraham was a 
very great man? Yet even he waited 
on the guests, for the Bible adds that 
he stood by them while they were 
eating.

Among the 
King’s many treasures was a precious 
magic carpet that enabled him to fly 
swiftly from place to place, Once 
while flying Solomon became puffed 
up with pride and thought that there 
was none like him in the world for

VIENNA 
Moscow’s agreement to cancel half 
Austria's war debt to Soviet Russia 
has given rise here to fresh hope that 
the Austrian Government will, at long 
last, expedite the implementation of 
Articles 25 and 26 of the State Treaty. 
By these Articles, signed with the 


“major Powers when Austria was given 


full independence some three years 
ago, she undertook to return to Jews 
and other victims the properties of 
which they were unlawfully deprived 
by the Nazis, and to pay full com- 
pensation. 

Herr Raab. the Austrian Chancel- 
lor, returned from Moscow. on 
Monday. The following day, at a 
press conference, he announced that 
as a result of his talks with Mr. 


_ Khruschev and other Soviet leaders 


the Kremlin has agreed to reduce 
Austria’s debt paid by the delivery of 
oil and other goods by 50 per cent. 
This will mean a saving of about 


£21,000.000 to the Austrian Treasury. 


A mere fraction of this total, if 
diverted to the payment of compensa- 
tion claims to thousands of Jews who 
have been waiting for many years, 
would be sufficient to meet their just 
expectations. 


Application Forms Ready 


As a part-concession to the war 
victims demands the authorities here 
yesterday made it known that applica- 
tien forms are now ready for the 
registration of claims arising out of 


loss of household goods, such as bed- — 


ding and furniture, and also businesses 
and other establishments. such as 
workshops. factories, and so. on. 
Jewish victims who have suffered such 
loss. and there are thousands of them 
living in Austria as well as abroad, 
will soon be able to register their 
claims. 

The registration forms. I learn. are 
mow being sent to the Austrian 
Embassies in London. New York, and 
other countries to be made available 
to former Austrian citizens now living 
in those countries. But the maximum

payment which they will be given as 
a result of recent legislation is about 
12.000 schillings (about £171) for the 
loss of household goods. and a maxi- 
mum of 25,000 schillings (about £357) 
for the loss of businesses. This is 
considered a rather low figure. Jewish 
organisations here have, I understand, 
been trying to bring about a change 
in this respect, but without success. 

Welcome as this announcement is. 
it is taken here as a mere Offer of a, 
token payment to the thousands of 
Jews, victims of Nazi terror tn 
Austria. The principal claims. still 
unsettled are those in respect of heir- 
less property. deprivation of profes- 
sional earnings, and other similar 
claims which the Federal German 
Government has agreed to settle but 
which the Austrian authorities stub- 
bornly refuse to do. 


Herr Raab’s Promise 


During his meeting with Dr. Gold- 
mann and other Jewish leaders of the 
Claims Conference in New York last 
May, the Austrian Chancellor, Herr 
Raab, is understood to have promised 
to speed up legislation to settle these 
outstanding claims. Austria’s econo- 
mic position is now better than it ever 
was at any time since the end of the 
war. Her export trade is also grow- 
ing. and she is winning markets in 
Kuwait and other Middle East terri- 
tories. This. coupled with the saving 
from non-payment of half the debt 
to Russia, should certainly, it is main- 
tained” here, enable Herr -Raab’s 
Government to keep the Chancellor's 
promise and do justice to the thou-— 
sands of victims awaiting a settlement. 

Article 26 of the Treaty binds 
Austria to take all measures where 
property, legal rights, or interests of 
minority groups in Austria have been 
affected by Nazi legislation since 
March 13, 1938, and to return these 
properties Or pay compensation. It 
states that properties which have been 
confiscated or taken under control on 
account of the racial origin or reli- 
gion of the owner shall be returned. 
Where return or restoration ts impos- 
sible, compensation shali be paid.

EXPERTS TESTIFY AT ULM TRIAL

A World Union of Hebrew Teachers 
was founded at the conclusion here 
on Monday of the six-day conference 
of Hebrew teachers.
